In a letter addressed to W. W. Nichols, 
President of the American Manufactur- 
ers' Export Association, Senator Smoot 
says:

Opposition to the Mellon plan is com- 


ing from two quarters, from the rank 
and file of the Democratic minority, 
whose leaders have determined to make 
a party issue on taxation in the 1924 
campaign, and from the Republican "in- 
surgent" group. 


The spokesmen for the Republican "in- 


surgents" on taxation will be Rep. Frear 
(Wis.), Republican member Of the Ways 
and Means Committee in charge of the 
bill in the House, and Sen. La Follette, 
Republican member of the finance com- 
mittee of the Senate. 
Amendments to 


the Mellon bill which will have the sup- 
port of these Republicans in Committee 
and of their followers on the floor, and 
which a large number of the Democrats 
will favor, include the following: 


An Amendment restraining the present max- 


imum sur-tax rate of 50 per cent and the ap-

?8,000. The Mellon plan applies the swr-tax on 
all incomes over $10,000 and reduces the maxi- 
mum sur-tax rate to 25 prrr cent.

Habit makes us all slaves to do some .foolish 


and absurd things but .the person who drinks 
"moonhine" knowing what its chemical con- 
tents consist of, is entitled to be classed as 
the super fool family. 


A fe-w years ago and 'before this era of 


"moonshine" activity, alcohol had received its 
trut status by being 'branded by 664, eminent 
English, American and European medical ex- 
perts for what it really was and could do to 
the human ibody. These physicians issued a. 
written 
declaration 
under their signatures 


saying: 


1. Experiments show that small quanti- 


ties of alcohol are injurious and that it is not 
a food. 


2. That is increases liability to disease and 


shortens life. 


3. That the ibodily functions are test per- 


formed -without alcohol. 


•1. 
That abstainers do more work, live 


longer, have less sickness and recover quick- 
er than drir.kers. 


5. That alcohol injures the off-spring and 


leads to deterioration of the race. 


Tiie Chicago Medical Journal in co-niment- 


ing upon this notable report said: "Total ab- 
stinence from alcohol seems to he decidedly 


, the best policy for any one who wishes to live 
long, and to avoid unnecessary risk to health 
and life." 


This information comes to us from a source 


that is reliable and speaks to us from a medi- 
cal and scientific standpoint. The drinker of 
intoxicating liquor has no moral right to de- 
stroy his body and physical well being when 
the best scientific thought of the day brands 
"booze" as a poison to the human -body.

The work of the chemist is ren- 
dered ineffective unless other professions in- 
terested in public health matters lend their 
efforts toward bringing a, fuller knowledge of 
these 'basic scientific facts before all." 


The public is entitled to know these things 


in order that it may act with intelligence in 
Rs own protection. In view of these i'acts, the 
drinker of "moonshine" must disregard his 
health, his life, and his o>bHgations as a citi- 
zen, to justify his foolish, precarious and ex- 
pensive habit.—?.

sold. The result was inevitable. The farmer 
as a buyer of goods was forced off the market,' 
and the business depression of 1920-21 was 
the direct result'of the staggering bl-ow that 
landed on the "wind" of the nation' biggest 
industry.

The farmer is not misled by the propa- 


ganda that high wages make higiier-tban- 
war freight rates necessary. 
He remembers 


<the action of the Rail Labor Board in lower- 
ing wages so th*t freight might be lowered. 
He still pays higher-than-war rates and wants 
to know -why. As things now stand, freight 
rates are a stifling embargo on the farmer's 
prosperity, and a big barrier between him and 
his economic come-back. 


In 1922, the same year the Department of 


Agriculture finds the average farm income to 
be but $715, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission finds railroads making $717,000,000, 
"over and above the cost of operation." "The 
fanjner's $715 wasn't "over and above" any- 
tihirtg. It was "lea* and under" taxes, inter- 
est, upkeep and other costs he -had to pay. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission, in an 
analysis of railroad revenues, finds food prod- 
ucts—the farmer's products—among highest 
railroad revenue payers per net ton. 


The Department of Commerce tells 
the 


farmer tljat these products of' hi« that pay 
high freights are but one-fifteenth as valuable 
as other commodities, and a rate hearing at 
Kansas City develops the fact that the. farm- 
er's products p»y freight on » basis of 138"»'4 
compared with 92 paid by otlrtr commodities 
fifteen tiam more raJoabW (tee kMt,
